Massey Sweeps the Country and 
Ward Fails to Get 
Elected 


RESULT A SURPRISE 


Licensing Returns Incomplete, 
But Prohibition Appears to 
Have Carried 


LONDON, Dec. 19.—The high com- 
missioner for New Zealand announced 
the general election results ag follows: 

Reformers, 48; Liberals, 18; Labor, 
10 Independent, 4; which gives the 
government fiftv seats and all other 
parties combined 30. 

Sir Joseph Ward, Sir James Carroll, 
G. W. Russell, and David Rudde were 
defeated. 

Licensing returns are incomplete 
but rrohibition seems to be carried. 
The results come as a surprise to 
New Zealanders here. Sir. Joseph 
Ward, on ‘+ return from the peace 
conference broke with the Ward- 
Massey coalition. It was generally 
believed Premier Massey had lost the 
electors confidence but the poll has 
entirely confounded the _ prophets, 
Massey having swept the country and 
Ward himself having failed to be 
elected. If prohibition proves to have 
been carried, the result will entirely 
reverse those of a few months ago, 
when the wets won mainly through 
the fairly solid soldiers vote. Ward 
haa the liquor interests 
hind him and although Massey was 
only luke wurm toward prohibition 
it seems he received th- ohibition 
vote. Ward advocated home rule and 
Massey is an ulsterman.

The mayor referred to the offer re- 
ceived from Mr Parsons that a lead- 
ing British firm would install ail the, 
new machinery required at the plant! 
in consideration of receiving a twenty 
years’ operating contract. 

Ald. East said he would support no 
more franchises. 

Commissioner Ormsby stated that 
he had sent a cablegram to Mr. Par- 
sons, asking \f he could inform them 
of any new unit that could be pur- 
chased, and reply had been received 
that night to the effect that one could 
be installed within six months, 

To show the difficulties in the way 
of securing machinery, the mayor told | 
council that there was one unit of | 
7,500 k.w. on the market, and this} 
same machine had been quoted to} 
them by four different firms, and} 
there was a spread of $17,000 between 
the prices. 

Altogether, no hope of any improve- 
ment in the present situation was held 
out until the material for carrying out 
repairs had arrived. 

Other main features of the council 
meeting were: 

The appointment of City Engineer 
Haddow as city commissioner. The 
name of J. B. Saunders, tormerly com- 
missioner until he went overseas, was 
proposed but voted down. 

The jitney bylaw was amended to 
permit of jitneys running on the streets 
upon payment of a license fee of 50 
cents. No more than ten cents may 
be charged a passenger and the routes 
over which the jitneys will run are 
to be fixed by the city commissioners. 

Appointments of representatives on 
boards and special committees, 

The closing bylaw was amended to 
allow stores to keep open on Saturday 
next to 9 at night and also on Tuesday 
next to 9 o'clock, this being for the 
convenience of Christmas shopping.

HON. SEN. LANDRY 
DIES AT QUEBEC 
IN HIS 74TH YEAR 


Was Appointed Speaker of the 
Senate by Duke of Connaught 
in 1911 


QUEBEC, Dec., 20.—Hon. Senator 
August Charles Philippe Landry died 
this morning at the age of 73 years 
and 11 months, H» had been in ill 
health for some time. He js the fath- 
er of Brig.-Genera] Landry officer 
commanding military district No. 5 of 
this city. 

Senator Landry was born in Quebec 
Jan. 15, 1846, and was educated at 
Quebec Seminary and Laval Univer- 
sity. Later he followed courses at 
St. Anne's Agricultural College and 
University of Ottawa. He was elected 
to the Quebec legislative assembly 
for Montgomery in 1875, was a mem- 
ber of the house of commons for the 
coneiituency from 1878 to 1887. He 
was called to the genace by Lord Der- 
by on Feb, 23, 1892 and was appointed 
speaker of the senate hy the Duke of 
Connaught in Oct, 1911,

EDITORIALS 
ON SPEECH BY 
LLOYD GEORGE 


Morning Post Calls the House of 
Commons Speech a ‘‘Con- 
fession of Failure 


LONDON, Dec. 19.—The attitude of 
the United States with regard to set- 
tlement of affairs in Europe, occupies 
a large part of the editorial discussion 
of Premier Lloyd George's speech be- 
fore the house of commons yesterday. 
The Morning Post scores the premier 
for “trying to throw the blame on the 
American nation” and calls the speech 
a “confession of failure.” 

It defends the senate action on the 
league of nations and says Lloyd 
George “put his money on the wrong 
horse when he supported President 
Wilson's disastrous blunders.” 

The newspaper then attacks the 
league of nations asa chimera, declar- 
ing it would be scrapped as a failure. 

The Daily Mail emphasizes the {m- 
portance of the announcement dealing 
with Turkey, which it says, undoubt- 
edly involved the end of Turkish rule 
in Constantinople. It regrets the des- 
perate need of a solution in the near 
east and says that the uncertainty 
regarding financial decision by the 
United States compelled the allies to 
act without further delay. 


CITY’S OFFER 
FROM HYDRO 
ELECTRIC 


Willing to Take Over and Ope- 
rate Plant Under Steam 
Conditions 


SUGGESTS TWELVE YEARS 


Or Until Consumption of Elec- 
tricity Warrants Development 
of HydroElectric Scheme 


Simultaneous with the collapse of the 
power plant the Edmonton Power Company 
(the hydro-electric) has come along witb 
another offer to the city. Briefly the of- 
fer is to take over and operate the plant 
under steam conditions for a period (the 
suggestion is made of twelve years) or un- 
til the consumption of electricity has in- 
creased in the city to warrant the 
velopment of the hydro company schenie 
to secure power from the Saskatchewan. 
The company offers to make the necessary 
alterations required to the existing plant 
and to provide a new wait of 6000k.w. Lt 
is suggested that the $50,000 deposit held 
by the city from the company should yo 
to help pay for this and the company will 
find the remainder of the money. 

The offer was not considered by the 
council at its meeting on Friday afternoon 
but it was announced by the mayor thut 
the offer had been received and it would 
come before the council at the next meet- 
ing. 


Makes Offer 
The offer was received from Mr. Bow- 
ness, representing the Power company, and 
the chief provisions are as follows: 
1.—The Edmonton Power Company, Ltd. 
agrees to enter into a contragt with the 
city of Edmonton to operate the present 
city steam plant and to supply all elec- 
tricity required by the city up to the total 
capacity of the existing plant and the ad 
ditional new unit which the company agree 
to install and pay for. 
2—Term of contract to be for, say. 
twelve years, or until auch time as the 
city and the company mutually agre® that 
the consumption of electrilety by the city 
ig suffictent to warrant the development 
of the company’s hydro-electric power on 
the Saskatchewan river. The present 
hydro-electric agreement to be extended to 
meet the terms as above. 
3.—The ompany will agree to immedinte 
ly, after completion of contract, take etry: 
to make necessary improvements and ad- 
ditions to the city steam plant, Including 
the installation of a 6000 k.w.a, steam tur 
bine and generator complete with all ac 
cessories, or other satisfactory unit. The 
0,000 belonging to the company how on 
deposit with the city to be used for the 
above purpose so far as it will go. The 
balance of amount necessary for improve- 
ments and additions to be provided solely 
by the company, 
4.-—The company to sell and the etty to 
purchase all electric energy required by 
the city—up to the enpnacity of the pres- 
(Continued on Page Seven.)

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Attack on Viscount French 
Evidently Most’ Carefully 
Organized by Assailants 


Spot in a Narrow Winding Road 
Chosen for Ambuscade — 
from Five to Fifteen — 


Clerk of a Spirit and Grocery 


Fallen 


with High Walls and Hedges Was 


Number of Assailants Computed at 


Man Is Identified as Savage, 
Dealer on North Strand, Dublin 


DUBLIN, Dec. 19.—A determined 
but unsuccessful attempt was made to- 
day to assassinate Viscount French, 
lord Heutenant of Ireland. The attack 
evidently had been most carefully or- 
ganized, at a spot in a narrow, wind- 
ing road with high walls and hedges, 
affording the assassin good hiding 
place. One cf the attacking party was 
killed and a detective seated with the 
chauffeur of the vice-regal car was 
slightly wounded in the hand, Vis- 
count French was not injured, Some 
distance away, a policeman patrolling 
his beat, was shot in the ankle. 

Both bombs and revolvers were used 
by the miscreants, the number of 
whom is variously estimated at from 
five to fifteen. ‘The smaller number, 
however, is considered more probable. 
The vice-regal party fired on the 
would-be assassins as they fled across 
the fields, but all of them made their 
escape except the one man 
who was shot through the head, dying 
instantly. 

Alighted Near Phoenix Park. 

Viscount French had been visiting 
Boyle and Roscommon and returned 
today by train at one o'clock. He 
alighted at the suburban station at 
Phoenix Park near the spot where in 
1882, Lord Frederick Cavendish, chief 
secretary for Ireland, and Thomas H. 
Burke, his under-secretary, were 
killed, The station is about a mile 
from the vice-regal lodge. 

The ambuscade had been carefully 
planned, the assassins placing obsta- 
cles in the narrow part of the road, 
hoping to compel the motor cars in 
which the vice-regal party were tra- 
velling, to stop. Behind the hedges 
and walls, in favorable positions, they 
had stationed themselves for firing 
upon the party. 

When the automobiles approached, 
revolvers were fired and some bombs 
were thrown. The assassins evidently 
expected Viscount French would be in 
the second car in line, and almost all 
of the shots were aimed at it.

Letter Put In. 

Brown's letter was put in by counsel 
for the crown at tonight's session of 
the trial of Russeil, who is charged 
with seditious conspiracy It was sub- 
mitted while P. M. Christopher, for- 
merly an official of the U.M.W. of A., 
and now president of number 1, O. 
B. U., was undergoing a gruelling 
cross-examination as to the causes of 
the Alberta miners’ strike and his at- 
titude on certain correspondence that 
had passed. 

Expressions in the letter were daken 
up by Mr. Justice Metcalfe. Christo- 
pher told his lordship that he did not 
remember whether he had steted his 
approval of snapshots being taken for 
a “scab gallery,” but he approved of 
them. This avowel brought the sharp 
query from his lordsh'p, “Do you ap- 
prove of forwarding photos so that 
these men may be afterwards run out 
of town?” ‘To this the witness gave 
a negative reply, but added that he 
would approve of their being forward- 
ed with a view to men being run out 
of the organization.”

Calgary Is the Centre of Opera-|

Holders of all brown “prescription” 
forms wil! roll them up into @ taper, 
apply a flame to the business end and 
proceed to “light up.’ Which is to 
wiy that liquor prescription silps of 
the well-known brown vintage are 
no longer a medium of exchange, 
irrespective of what the said slips 
may have cost an applicant on an oc- 
casion of extreme agony,

New Issue Artistic, 


In Chief Inspector J. A. Falirley’s 
office at the government buildings, 
Thursday morning, the old and the 
new issues were compared amd St is 
obvious how much more difficult will 
bo the forgery of the new forms than 
was the old. In spite of the alertness 
of the attorney general's officials the 
old brown form was being very clev- 
erly imitated in Calgary. Bogus pres- 
eriptions were circulated rather freely 
fn fact and because of their accept- 
ance, four prominent druggists of the 
southern city have been suspended 
by the department. It took the forg- 
ees considerabie time to produce a 
Perfect pmitation of the official pres- 
cription but inasmuch as entire cases 
of Liquor were apparently obtained 
by some connivance and the aid of 
fake forms, the expenditure of cash 
money by the fakera and their friends 
Wes bot an insufferable affliction 

Edmonton the Good, 


Te appears chat some of these bogus 
preecription forms have been circulat- 
ea in Edmonton but the druggists of 
thie olty ae spoken very highly of by 
Chief Inspector Fairley, who says they 
have been working in conjunction 
with the departmeny to a highly éatis- 
fectory degree. 

It also appears that Calgary has 
been headquarters for prescription 
fakers and the attorney general's de- 
partment is funy prepared for the 
bogus artisia to ‘mmediately set to 
work to reproduce a passable imita- 
tion of the new issue, although they 
will admittedly have a bigger task 
on thelr hands, “If they succeed 
then we will at once change the 
form.” gays Mr. Fairley. The system 
of having specia] inspectors at work 
under the attorney generals depart- 
ment has been found very effective in 
the case of bogus prescription work, 
inasniuch as these men can promptly 
*K up suspicious cases and put 
onus on the druggist who accept 
f forms after being warned. When 
the first bogus forms were presented 
‘n Calgary the provincial inspectors 
Were at once aware of the fact and 
it was followed up in Lethbridge be- 
fore the game could be worked to 
any extent, 

The notification concerning the new 
@rescription forms sent out by the 
attorney general's department to all 
druggisis reads as follows: 

Instructions to Druggists. 

“Re new liquor prescription forms, 
D series, I beg to advise you that 
no prescription for liquor should be 
filled by you after the 17th day of | 
December, next, except on the new 
forms—D series—sample of which is 
attacheg herewith for your guidance. 
Before filling a _ prescription, you | 
should be satisfied that it is written 
on & bona fide form, otherwise, it 
should not be filled,

The Goodwins have claimed in the early 
November gales four good ships Thotgh 
we heard little about them during the 
war, the line of shoals, nearly ten miles 
long, at the entrance of the Stratts of 
Dover, remains as perilous as ever, 

How many vessels with all their treas- 
ure have been drawn into them from time 
to time It would be hard to say, But many 
hundreds have disappeared—disappeared 
as completely as ships lost in the middle 
of the ocean. The sands have swallowed 
them iff halves, isually when a vessel 
is driven on to the sands it disappears 
within a week, but sometimes It will van- 


ish without a trace being left bebind in 
a single night. 
Apparently there is no posaibility of 


removing any part of the sands or clear 
ing in any wav the entrance of the 
Straits, It has always been cotsidered 
quite Impossible to recover the ships that 
lie buried in them, and no attempt to raise 
them bas ever been made. No precaution 
bowever, that could be taken to warp 
mariners of their danger has been ndg- 
lected and the sands are fully marked 
by lUghtships and buoys. 
Lightships’ Warning 
One of the best authorities ou the Good 
wins, Mr. Harry Meakin, of Deal, deserib 
ed in an interview with a representative 
of The Observer how, when a veesel is seen 
approaching the sands one or more of the 
four lightships fires a warning gun end 
also hoists flags to ay she is “standing 
in” to danger.

Cuckoos Foist Their Young Upon Other 
Birds 
Wordsworth called the cuckoo a “mys- 


tery” and its behavior certainly presents 
many puzzles. The central one is the 
mother's evasion of brooding. As is 
well known, she usually lays her egg on 


the ground, takes it in her beak (sometimes 
under her tongue) and files with it to the 
previously selected nest of another bird. 
Sometimes when the nest Is. suitable she 
lays her egg directly in it, but often this 
is impossible. All this ig done quickly. 
cautiously, surreptitiously, There is con- 
siderable evidence that each cuckoo kepes 
as o rule to one kind of nest. 

Unless some big mistake is made, the 
foster parents incubate the intruded egs 
/ and rear the young cuckoo who sees to it 
that they are not distracted by any rival 
claimants, The parent cuckoos are not 
known to take any interest In their pro- 
geny, and they leave for the south a month 
or six weeks before the young birds are 
able to travel. 

What Jenner observed so carefully in 
1788 several naturalists have confirmed 
that the blind*and naked young cuckoo 
manages to get its body underneath ap 
egg or a nestling, and by moving conyul- 
sively backward, ousts it from the nest.

Attempt Made to Assassinate 
Viscount Freach; Sho's Fired 
At Party While Driving in Dublin 


Military Present Return Fire and One of Assailants, Who 
Were Hiding in Field, Is Shot Dead—First Shot Fell 
in Front of Car, but Two More Struck It. 


Dublin, Dec. 19—An attempt was made at 1 o’clock Friday after- 
oon to assassinate Viscount French, lord-lieutenant of Ireland. Lord 
‘rench was driving between Ashton Gate of Phoenix Park and the 
ice-regal lodge when a shot was fired. Acivilian nearby was struck 

and killed by the bullet. A police officer was wounded at the same 
time. Lord French, however, escaped the fate evidently intended for 
him, 

Several shots are said to have been fired by Lord French’s assail- 
ants. The military present promptly returned the fire and one of 
the assailants was shot dead. His body lay by the roadside. 

Ambulances were immediately rushed to the spot. Information 
g‘ thered indicated that the assassins fired from a field while the vice- 
regal party was passing along the road, 

The most intense excitemnt prevailed when two tanks passed 
through the streets at about 2.30 p.m. 

A number of men were hiding in a field beside the road when 
Lord French motored by. The first shot fell in front of the vice-regal 
car but the second enterd the side of the car and another pierced its 
back. A cyclist policeman acting as escort was hit in the foot.

Never in the history of the Canadian 
Commonwealth has the door of Oppor- 
tunity been so open to the moderately un- 
selfish Canadian manufacturer as at pre- 
sent, but ndications are that he will let it 
siam in his face and cry when it is too 
lata, 

Unfortunately I have not been able to 
get receht statlstics but for purposes of 
this article data from 1917 will serve. Ip 
that year we bought from Uncle Sam over 
$660,000,000 worth of goods though he only 
reciprocated to the extent of $280,000,000 
The goods we bought represented largely 
the maximum of American labor,

Rthe goods we sold represented th mint-! 


Panum of Canadian labor. This has con- 
nued umtil the banks and the backers 
f the American industries have notified 
us that we are buying too much and they 
have imposed and are imposing a fine 
from 8 to 10 per cent of the cost of our 
purehases, 

Now, if we were purchasing from, more 
than we were selling to, the outside, one 
could partially understand this action that 
js commonly called the banker's graft. We 
are not doing so however. We exported 
over $1,179,000,000 worth and imported only 
$545,000,000 worth, which left us over $300,- 
000,000 of a surplus. Besides all this our 
great natural resources make wus the 
wealthiest per capita customer Uncl Sam 
has, In actuality we also rank as the 
second best of bis enstomers, 

He certainly wants our trade and would 
feel ft keenly if he lost our ($400,000,000 
surplus exchange order, 

His financial advisers however, have 
studied the actions of Canadian manu- 
facturers and know they are “penny wise 
and pound foolish,” so feel that while the 
Canadian opposition remains asleep Uncle 
Sam can continue to get his enormous 
trade on a sight draft basis, and they can 
fine us for buying so much and paying 
cash for it
